Dispute Judge Harris* State- 


ments, 


Yesterday was a day of all round con- 


tradiction on both sides in the Heath 
case, which became more and more in- 
teresting as the day progressed. 


E. <J. Bolniid, the ex-husband of Mrs. 


Cora 1'altncr, appeared early and flatly 
contradicted her statements about her 
mission in Fresno the night that she 
claimed (o havo seen Reel B, Terry and 
another in a buggy near the scene of the 
murder a few minutes after it occurred. 
She stated that she came in to bring 
Boland to the train on the 29th of Au- 
gust, 1892. He testified positively that 
he was not in the county from before 
Easter Sunday in that year until the 
latter part of November. 


Josi-ph 0. Campbell, a San Francisco 


attorney, corroborated J. 1-J. J3udd in 
positively contradictingStuart Goodwin, 
the Pan Francisco theatrical man who 
testified that Heath declared July 2, 
1802, at Draper's saloon, that he would 
kill McWhirter before another holiday. 
Mr. Campbell testilied that during the 
progress of the trial of the insurance 
<uise last 
February, 
Goodwin told 


him and Mr. Budd that he did not 
know Heath and had never seen him. 


The defense rested their direct exam- 


ination shortly after the noon recess 
and tlic prosecution took up the rebut- 
tal. 
A number of witnesses testified on 


various points in the case brought out 
by the defense. 


J. \V. Shanklin testilied to an inter- 


view with Judge Harris about March, 
1892, on t.lio proposed publication 'of an 
article attacking McWIiirtcr'e personal 
record in Tennessee, and stated that he 
was given the article or part thereof by 
Judge Harris in his oilice, but after 
reading it declined to publish it unless 
it was signed by some one. Judge Har- 
ris made a positive denial that ho ever 
had an interview with Slianklin on any 
subject. 


Mre. Kate Blair testilied that she was 


acting in the capacity of servant at 
Judt-c Harris' liotiBG ut the time of 
McWliirtcr's death, and that Judge 
Harris' bed was slept in that night, and 
Hint he look breakfast at homo thai, 
morning and talked the matter of the 
murder over at the breakfast table. 
Thin is a direct attack upon Judge Har- 
ris' statement thai lie slept and break- 
fasted at H. U. Terry's house. 


There was much other evidence intro- 


duced, and tuken together it is plain to 
the wayfaring man that there are some 
able bodied departures (rum the truth 
in the testimony Bomewlicro. And it is 
alao evident that the proceedings today 
will tend to widen and deepen a gulf al- 
ready too wide to bo bridged by any 
material of reconciliation.

• K. £. Uoath was recalled for cross- 
examination. Ho had sought employ- 
ment 
at 
the Democratic campaign 


headquarters. He idimtilled a friendly 
letter written by him lo Parsons, in 
which among other things he asked 
Parsons to write him the nowa about 
the McWhirter ease, and said that his 
mother was a little anxious about it. 


Ho went to Chinatown that night to 


see if the Chinamen would recede from 
til oil' price for labor. He found that 
Bonnet- was paying $1.05 a day and they 
asked him $1.85. 


He hail handkerchiefs marked "H. L. 


Heath," but not with the mark pro- 
duced. He possibly and probably made 
the remark attributed to him by Par- 
sons, that McWhirter stood up like a 
man, but lie liad no recollection of it 
whatever, 
f u tbn former trial lie testi- 


fied that he did not. 
Ho 'had two con- 


versations witli John Henry that Sunday 
about going to the Curtis ranch to work. 


K.J. Italand of Santa Cruz, was the 


next witness called. Ho testilied that 
he in a printer by trade and had worked 
ill Fresno and IJakerslielil. 
Was the 


divorced husband of Mrs. Cora Palmer. 
He gut notice that she had applied for a 
divorce on the 8th or Oth ot July, 1892. 


He was in Santa Cruz when he read 


her evidence in this cage in the news- 
papers. 
Left there at 2 : 15 p. m. Satur- 


day. 
Footo offered to show, that he 


came licrc in answer to telegrams from 
the defense ; the offer was ruled out. 


He testified positively that he left 


Fresno before Easter Sunday, 1892, and 
was not in the county again until No- 
vember or December of that year. Dur- 
ing that period ho was in Bakerslield 
working on the Californian. 
He had 


lived with his wife prior to that time in 
Washington colony. 
He denied posi- 


tively that lie came into Fresno to the 
railroad depot, as testified to by her, on 
the morning of August 21)th, 1S02, and 
that the conversation with "McGinty" 
about the time of day occurred ; said he 
\vaanotthereatthat time; he was in 
Bakers 11 eld. 


On cross-examination he stated that 


he was horn at Collingwood, on the 
Georgian bay in Canada, in 181W, and 
came to California in 188S or 1S81), lund- 
ing at San Francisco, where 1m n- 
mained over a year; worked for 11. S- 
Crockcr & Co. and two other lint s 
which he named ; then came to Fresno 
about the last of January or first of Feb- 
ruary, 1800, and worked on "Chaff," a 
weekly paper, until about July of that 
year, and then worked on the Expos- 
itor. 


The witness testified that he was mar- 


ried on Christmas eve, which he lixc< 
as December 25th. Was married at her 
much in Washington colony, by Rev. 
Mr. Gardner, liis wife then had a aon 
about 14 years of Hge, named Homer. 
After the marriage ho resided at the 
much, leaving H for short periods from 
time to time. Left permanently before 
Knstcr, 1S!12, either in March or April, 
and went direct to Bakcrsficld ; got 
there the next morning. His pay on 
the Oalifornian dated from January 2d, 
IS'rJ, and he stayed there until Novem- 
ber or Pi-comber, 1892. 


At this point the witness got n|xed 


up nn dates, and testified that he was 
not in Fresno county from January, 


1802, 
until November or December. 


Judge Shaw asked him some questions 
on this, which led to tlio explanation 
that he went to llakcrslield on Decem- 
ber IH.lSIll; began work on the Cali- 
fornian in 1892, and made occasional 
visits up to just prior to Kaster, 1892. 


In answer lo Mr Johnson, ho Hftid 


that he was never away from Bakers- 
field a week at a time. He recollected 
coming tn the Washington colony ranch 
(hree times; stayed over Sunday; Mrs. 
Palmer brought him to tlm train. HP 
could not say bow long he had been 
married then. The summons m the 
divorce suit was served on him ir 
Bakersficld. Ho denied that ho wont 
to Washington colony after the divorce 


was obtained to try to get Mrs. Palmer 
to make up their differences. 


After be quit work on the Cnliforman 


fn the fall of 1892, he worked on Paige 
& Morton's ranch at Tulare for ilbout a 
month; then cnme to Fresno; ronmined 
one or two days ; went to Madcra ; 
worked on the Tribune two or three 
weeks; thonce to Stockton; worked on 
the Mail a few days; thence to Sacra- 
mento; was there while tho legislature 
was in session in 189H; worked for 
Johnson & Co. on J street, until in May. 
He described Johnson's partner, Hasset, 
as a medium-sized man, who wore 
glasses, and 
said tho foreman was 


William Miner, a light-haired man. 
Mr. Johnson asked if he did not know 
Mr. Miner had red hair. Witness said 
it might have been at some time, but 
>o nted out a blonde-polled attorney as 
about his idea of the shade. 


Mr. Johnson then followed Boland on 


a tour to Oregon, asking tho towns, 
names of papers, location of ollicea, 
names of proprietors and lengths of 
time worked, in which they visited 
Portland and was well on the way back 
to "God's country" when the court 
stopped this line of examination. He 
said that from Sacramento he visited 
Maryaville, Kedding, Ashland, Oregon, 
Salem, Woodburn, Portland, McMinn- 
villo, Amitv, McCoy, Koseville Junction, 
Red Bluff "Ohico, Oroville and Nevada 
City. 


Ho denied that he was on his wife's 


ranch during the fruit-picking season of 
1892 and picked peaches. Ho know the 
Dwelles but did not know Miss Hatch. 
He denied having a conversation in 
August, 1892, with his former wife in 
the presence of her son Homer about 
his returning to tho ranch. Never had 
been there after 15nster Sunday, 1892. 
He met her once shortly after her house 
was burned ; that was in November or 
December, 1892. 


On redirect he stated that he first

wife lived with him in Bakerslield until 
some time in June. They were part of 
tho time in Hutch ings' lodging house 
and part of tho time in Burnett's.

Palmer, aged 34, she being divorced 
from Palmer. Kev. S. A. Gardner sol- 
emnized tho marriage 
December 24, 


1890. 


Walter J. Pickett testified that ho was 


a deputy sheriff 
in 1H92, and that 


Heath some two or three weeks after 
McWliirter's death camo to the sheriff's 
office and loft his .San Francisco address 
for Bury. 
That was in September. 


Wrote it on an envelope. 
J. M. Col- 


ier was present. 
Don't know what

J. C. Campbell, twenty years un at- 


torney of San Franeinco, was called to 
contradict Stuart Good win. He testified 
that Goodwin was closely questioned in 
his ollico during the trial of the cane of 
Mrs.

Mutual Life Insurance Company, hav- 
ing come to his office voluntarily during 
nut February. 
Witness testified that 


Goodwin then said that ho did not 
know Heath and had never seen him. 


William 0. Homers was in 1S92 stew- 


ard of the county hospital. The sub- 
stance of liis testimony was that Mrs. 
Ursula Minyarii, aged 63, died in the 
county hospital May 20, 1892, from bron- 
chitis. She was admitted to tho hos- 
pital November 3, 1891 ; she had two or 
three sans who visited her at tho hos- 
pital. Mr. Johnson objected to Una tes- 
timony, and Mr, IJVjntn staled Unit it 
would bo shown that she was tho Bsiine 
lady referred to as "Mrs. Maynard" by 
Mrs. Cora Palmer as one of tho persons 
a to told about finding the mask and 
burnt handkerchief, and seeing Heel H. 
Terry and another man lleoing from the 
vioinityof tlio murder shortly after it oc- 
curred. 


A. M. Clark was called to testify lo 


the darkness of tho night, and that ho 
could not recognize an acquaintance un- 
til close to him; his eyesight, however, 
was not good. 


James Burton waa recalled for cross- 


examination, and stated that ho was 
mistaken aa to having slept at the San 
Joaqiiin loilging house. He slept at the 
Hotel do France, but his name was not 
on the register; ho told tlio clerk to put 
it down, and supposes he forgot it. 


Mr. Foote stated that some witnesses 


expected to show that Mrs. Palmer was 
addicted to the use of opiates and lo 1ml- 
ucinations, and stated the evidence 
would be offered later. 


AI-TI2RNOOX SKSS1ON. 


E. J. Boland wai recalled for cross- 


examination and stated that he knew 
P. F. Peck and saw him and Constable 
Mathcson in Bakorsficld in regard to a 
horse and 
colt on tho Washington 


colonv ranch; he fixed the latter date 
at ahout March 1st, 1392. He declared 
that lie traveled on his card as a union 
printer on this northern circuit; some- 
times in the caboose of a freight train, 
or in a freight car, and never resorted 
to a car top or a brakeheam in his life. 
At tho close of his testimony the defense 
rested. 


THE I'llOHEClTIOJ. IIKIU'TH. 


Professor Thomas Price testified that 


te had mado a chemical analysis of the 
stains on the silk handkerchief found 
by Mrs. Palmer, and stated that they 
contained the ingredients of powder and 
spent powder, and pointed out powder 
ppecks in numerous places, 


Jonn Draper was called to contradict 


J.'i- Tojari," and stated that ho told him 
ili;il. Heath and another man came into

:IL: Monarch saloon about 4 o'clock the 
morning McWhirter was murdered. 


John \V. Gordon, a carpenter work- 


ing at the Curtis ranch, testified that 
Heath and John Henry camo to the 
ranch between 4 and (i p. m. of the 
Monday of the murder and ate supper 
between 6 and 6:30 with Ihe men. Evi- 
dence as to his manner, etc., was ruled 
out. 


T. J. Johnson tostilicd in contradic- 


tion of George Jtloor that he went to 
the JVilla Wayside house with J. B. 
Uagsdale, and recounted their seeing 
the men turn down the gas in Henry's 
stable and hearing Heath's voice about 
midnight before the murder, and that 
Bluur said that was correct and that he 
would swear to it. 


On cross-examination he stated that

ie camo back that night bo slept in the 
my in the barn with tho men. 


J. W. Shanklin testified in rebuttal of 
ho testimony of Judge M. K. Harris. 
•Ie stated that in February and March 
to was engaged in tho publication of tho 
Central Californian in Fresno, and that 
n one of those months he had an inter- 
fiew with Judge Harris in his office in 
he court house, the subject being Hat- 
is1 desire to have him publish an arti- 
le defamatory of McWhirter, and to ar- 
ange the matter of expense with Keel 
?erry. 


On cross-examination he stated that 


ie first saw Terry on the street; was in- 
vited to come up to his office and went 
.here shortly after. He had up to that 
hue published no cards for Harris or 
Terry. He went to tho olfice, found 


Tarris had an article in reply to a 
tatement published in THE Hiiruiii.icAN 
ind Expositor, and wanted to get space 
or it in the Californian. 


Witness culled a few days later on 
'erry, who told him to see Harris and 
ie did BO. Found Judge Harris alone 
,nd told him what lie came for. Judge 
larris opened the drawer and took out 
.he manuscript and a printed document 
n which passages were marked, and 
>ointed out where these wore to be ern- 
jodied in the manuscript, and said 
omething in effect that he supposed 
Terry had arranged for the expense of 
lie publication, lo which ho responded 
,hat he would look it over, and if it was 
n the line of u news article there would 
>o no charge. 


Ho gave tho manuscript 
to 
Mr. 


Irooks, his partner, for examination; 
ie took it home with him and returned 
t in a dav or so, and witness returned 
t to Terry. Witness was not at that 
line on good terms with McWhirter. 
Witness then stated that lie did not 
liink that he got the article originally; 
nay have done so; was positive he got 
.he printed matter from Harris, and 
mil an impression that Terry lold him 
o see Harris, us he could explain Iho 
nattero contained in it. 
When he 


called on Harris alwut it Harris read 
he article aloud to him, they being 
ilonoiu his office. 


On redirect, witness stated that ho 
hinks lie laid Harris that lie would 
mvo no objection to publishing the arti- 
cle if some one would father it by sign- 
ng liis name to it.

M rs. Kutio Blair stated that her 


naidcn name was Birch, and at the 
,imc of tho murder she was employed as 
i domestic by Mrs. Ledsinger, who was 
•csiiHng in J mitre Harris' house. 
The 


'amlly consisted of Mrs. Ledsinger and 
ler two BOMS, one about fourteen and 
the other about 11 years old, besides 
ludgo Harris. To the besl of her rec- 
ollection, Judge Harris' bed was occu- 
iled on the mghi of tlio murder. iS'ext 
noriiiiig, Harris Ledsinger brought in 
,ho news of McWhirter's murder, and 
.ho matter was discussed by Judge Har- 
ris and the others between 7.30 and H 
o'clock. 


On cross-examination, wilneeo ntiUed 


.hat she resides at Lodge, forty miles 
lortheast of Fresno; was married in 
S'ovember, 1892; first told what she 
knew of tho occurrences tea tilled to 
about three weeks ago to Leo Blasin- 
;amo and Detective McFnrlane ; was 
wrought here as a witness last Wednes- 
day by Sheriff Scott, and lodged tit tho 
I'loasanton, whore stio was interviewed 
jy Detective McFarlano. First read In 
Tun KKIHIIIMCAN that Mrs. McWhirter 
lad connected the name of Judge Hai- 
ria with tho death of her husband ; did 
not send word to any one. 


Detective McFarlano had-qiiCHtioned 


icr; told tier aho would licences-ques- 
tioned, but did not tell her what nn- 
nrers to make. Ho asked her if aho 
(new whether Judge Harris came homo 
Jiat night, and she lold him slio did 
not. She did not know what time 
ludgo Harris went to bod, nor the hour 
they bad supper that, day or the day 
previous, nor whether he was at home 
it noon on Monday. 


The bod looked as if someone had 


slopt in it, Monday morning. 


Judge Shaw asked: "Have vou a pos- 


itive 
recollection that it had heen 


used?" 


She said she liad not. She wna posi- 


tive that Judge Harris was present at 
breakfast Monday morning, but could 
not say whether he was on Sunday or 
Tuesday. When Harris Ledsinger told 
of Ihe murder Ihey all seemed surprised 
and expressed sorrow and regretted it 
very much. 


She did not know when it was called 


to her attention that it was important 
to remember whore Judge Harris] was 
that morning. The reason she remem- 
bered that the bed had been used was 
because she found a pistol under tho 
bed the next morning after that. She 
did not know that Judge Harris had de- 
cided a case in which she was interested 
in n gainst her. 


William Sherwood test fieri that cx- 


Shcriff Honsloy and F. G. Berry came 
to liis room the morning after the mur- 
der and asked if he knew where Mc- 
Whirter was the previous night, lie 
was night barkeeper at the Grand Cen- 
tral ; could not fix tho time but thought 
it was before 10 o'clock. 


County Surveyor Hoxie testified that 


the distance from Dr. Cooper's window 
to the center of tho nltey north ol 
Stanislaus street was 140 feet, und to

Revolution* in Ills Honor Passed 


By the Fresno Bar. 


At a meeting of the bar of thin eity 


taet Saturday in department 1 of the su- 
perior court, Judtto Harris presiding, 
the committee appointed to draft suit- 
able resolutions in honor of Jinnee H. 
Darwin, formerly a member of the bar 
hero, and now deceased, reported as fol- 
lows: 


We, the committee appointed to d§raft 


suitable resolutions touching tlie death 
of James II. Darwin, to bo reported to 
the bur of Fresno, report the following: 


James II. Darwin was born in Ala- 


bama, in tlie year 1805. 
He afterwards 


with his parents moved to Texas, where 
he lived for some years. He always, 
from his boyhoo'd, mnnifested a desire 
to study law", but his father was unable 
to send him to college; however, his 
uncle, the late A M. Darwin, sent for 
lain to come al once to this state, and 
sent him to the Pacilic Methodist col- 
lege at Sanla Hosa from which he gradu- 
ated with credit. A year later lie mar- 
ried Miss Alice Leary, who was at col- 
lege with him. 


After graduating ho worked or fi farm 


for some time, till he was appointed a 
deputy United States marshal at Colusa. 
Hcthenwent toSan Francisco and com- 
menced the study of law in the olticc of 
Khoades & Barstow ot that city. 
After 


being admitted to the bar he came to 
Fresno to live, and formed u co-partner- 
ship with A. M. Drew, Ksi\. He re- 
mained in this partnership till his death, 
March 14, 1894. He leaves a father, 
brother, sister, wife and two children. 


Whereas, Death has removed 
from 


our midet one of our members, James 
H.Darwin, we, the bar of the City of 
Fresno, assembled for the purpose of 
paying a tribute of respect to his mem- 
ory, do adopt the following resolutions:

Although a 


member of this bar but a short time, 
yet by his genial and courteous manner 
and due respect for the feelings ot 
others, he had endeared himself to his 
fellow members, lie was a gentleman, 
honest and upright as a lawyer, sincere 
and true as a friend, temperate in all 
things and as gentle as a woman, a .nan 
who scorned a low, dishonorable or 
mean act.

He always performed his duties nobly 
as father, eon and brother.

no raisins will bo invoiced above 2 cents 
per pound and the greater part at 1J.« 
cents. Prunca will bo invoiced at not 
above IJ4 cents per pound, so that the 
average duty will be one half of a cent 
per pound on both, and thus the Itepub- 
Jican protection of 2K cents per pound 
on raisins and prunes, which is de- 
nounced by the DemocraUceciiatorBaiul 
representatives aa "a fraud and a rob- 
hery of the many for the benefit of the 
few," is practically wiped out by "tariff 
reform." 


I waa told by one of tho leading rai- 


sin growers of Fresno county that all 
the raisin men needed was to have 
Xantei currants classed, as they should 
be, with raisins.

The duty will therefore be 
a little less than one-half cent per 
pound. 


Take it all around.it is a great vic- 


tory for "tariff reform." 
But for the 


life- ot me, I can't see where the Califor- 
nia rainin grower is to benefited by the 
change. It would bo an impertinence 
on my part to question the aggregated 
wisdom of the State Board of Trade, 
and I shall not do it; but if it, or BOinc 
of the leading Democratic raisin grow- 
ers of tho state would kindly conde- 
scend to inform the Republican delega- 
tion in congress from California jusl 
how Ihis reduction of duty from 2)., 
cents to one-half cent per pound is ot 
benefit to the California raisin 
pro- 


ducers, wo would be thankful. 
None 


of us are raisin growers, and if we are 
wrong in trying to retain the present 
duty on raisins wo are certainly acting 
with the best of motives, and if the 
proposed ad valorem duties are satisfac- 
tory to the growers, the delegation will 
bo entirely natisued—indeed will be 
pleased that the '• robber protection" is 
to bo removed from tho raisin industry 
in California.

tain trade into Fresno county, nml San- 
ger is now the railroad termimil point 
and base of supplies for the Kings river

kept busy all summer. A force of men 
are at work on the mountain roads re- 
pairing the washouts, and in a few 
weeks they will be in proper shape for 
travel.

second degrey of tho first and second 
ranks nro also marked by separate but- 
tons. Tho official list is as follows: 


First Rank-First degree, light coral rod 


button; second degree, doop curnl ml button.

button: second Octree, dark crimson button. 


"Third Hank—Both, llfflit cloar blno. 
"Fourlh Rftiik—Dark priisslnn blue. 
"Fifth—Quart?,, fAnys or crystal. 
"Slsth-Oiwquo white. 
"Seventh ami Eighth—Gilded, yellow or gold. 
-Xintli-Sllvor or silver white. 
"It will bo seen that n rod button in- 


dicates high rank. The rank iu general 
19 personal rather than official. Thus, 
for example, u taotatship is au office of 
the third rank, and its button is a light, 
clear blue. Yet many taotntis, if not a 
majority of tbo class, are decorated with 
red buttons. It even happens that n per- 
son of the second rank, through misfor- 
tune or political vicissitudes, will hold 
nn office of the fifth or sixth rank. In such 
a case ho would still wear his red button, 
and in many official events would bo 
preceded by an official of a dark bine or 
crystal button. 
For this reason it is 


often very difficult to tell tho official 
rank of mandiirin.i by their buttons. 
Nor is the difficulty lessened by tho em- 
broidered insignia upon Uie wearily ap- 
parel. This* ifl more'elaborate limn the 
" itons, but. like the bitter, does nut 
discriminate between rank iind position. 


To overcome the difficulty the Chi- 


nese resort to several expedient?. Onu is 
the card on which is writ ten n full state- 
ment of! thu owner's rani:, deijrec and 
position.

"These insigiriiis have beon used from

Tho limit of tlu-ir 
habitat seems to bo tho Ganges and to 
have been so since tho tertiary period. 
Tho knowledge of these animals by tho 
Chinese was acquired long befon) the 
Christian era, when large fleetsof junks, 
naval, pirate or commercial, went from 
Cantou to nearly every port in Hindoo- 
utau ami often brought back these and 
other wild beasts alive. 


"A eauso of confusion in tho uso of 


buttons and insignias lies in tho over in- 
creasing power of wealth to secure these 
honors by purchase. 
Originally they 


meant pedigree, military heroism, genrr- 
aUhip or intellectual ability, literary 
culture or eminent philanthropy. 
Their 


ownership indicated distinction of eome 
kind to n high degree. This is so no long- 
er. Ambitious officials are permitted to 
wear them in high honorary ranks. In 
Canton and Hankow several magistrates 
of the seventh rank have purchased the 
right and now wear light blue buttons. 
One, a very rich Cantonese, uncon- 
sciously reflects upon the decadence of 
tho lines by using as a button a magniii- 
cent sapphire worth a king's ransom. 
Even private citizens aro allowed to grat- 
ify their vanity in this manner. A 
wealthy tea taster in Tatnsui, whoso ed- 
ucation would not allow him to become 
an official of the lowest class, secured the 
privilege of wearing a dark blue button 
by paying a heavy sum of money to tho 
powers that bo. Ho is said to havo paid 
down $20,000 for the bauble."—Wash- 
ington Post.
